“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious:name 
shal! be registered with the.clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiting to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intenti 
tious name at least once a week for

cepted by the clerk of the cireuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”

Power Co. Files Revised 
Rates With Utilities Group 


Florida Power & Light Company; FP&L stock, which tumbléd in the 


has filed with the Florida Railroad 
and Public Utilities Commission 
revised residential and general 
service rate schedules affecting 
approximately 600,000 customers, 
which will result in an annual sav- 
ing to such customers in the neigh- 
borhood of $3,295,000, which to- 
gether with the reduction of $1,- 
128,000 for its large commercial 
and industrial customers made ef- 
fective last May, makes a total 
annual reduction of $4,423,000. 

The principal reduction goes to 
customers living outside the city 
limits who have been paying more 
for electricity than those inside the 
cities, because the city limits have 
been used for rate zoning purposes. 
The Florida Railroad and Utilities 
Commission apparently considers 
such zoning preferential. In its 
order to FP&L on June 13 to file 
revised rates by July 15 or show 
cause on August 19 why it should 
not reduce. rates, the Commission 
indicated that the company's 
schedules of rates “have not been 
revised to give full and proper rec- 
ognition to the tremendous growth 
of certain portions of the territory 
served by said tility, and as a re- 
sult certain rates and charges ap- 
pear to give undue and unreason- 
able preference and advantage to 
some persons and localities and 
subject other persons and localities 
to undue and unreasonable prejud- 
ice and disadvantage.” 

In order to completely meet any 
objections of the Commission, the 
company has filed one general ser- 
vice schedule to replace three 
schdules that were set up by sizes 
of towns and city limits. It has 
filed two residential shedules to re- 
place three such schedules and has 

ished city limit zoning. The 

ifferential between the larg- 

est cities served and the smaller 
cities, has been reduced. 

At a meting with the Commis- 
sion on June 25, the company an- 
nounced that it had concluded to 
recommend to its Board of Direct- 
ors a revision of rates rather than 
subject the company to a lengthy 
and unnecessary rate case. The 
time for filing new rates by the 
company was extended to August 
1. Howver, McGregor Smith, 
FPL’'s Chairman of the Board stat- 
ed that “its staff has been work- 
ing night and day, including Sat- 
urdays, Sundays and the 4th of 
July in order to be able to file new 
schedules as quickly as possible.” 

“The show cause order and the 
possibility of a long, drawn out 
rate case with the uncertainties in- 
volved, has not only had a very 
depressing effect upon our secur“ 
ities, but upon other public utilit- 
ties’ securities throughout the 
county. For the week ending June 
19, railroad and industrial stocks 
went up while utilities went down. 
Neighboring utility stocks have 
shown almost as much decline as 


first five days, after the Commis- 
sion's order, some $60,000,000 in 
value.” 

Mr. Smith further stated, “We 
have obligated ourselves for a pro- 
gram twice as great as anything 
we have undertaken previously and 
we must go to the money markets 
at least twice a year to sell secur- 
ities. We must therefore know 
what our rates are going to be in 
the future and what the Commis- 
sion’s attitude will be before we 
feel that we should undertake the 
Sale of future securities.” 

“Furthermore, when a utility's 
load is doubling every four or five 
years, there is a much greater risk 
of having too much investment 
upon which it could not earn 
should the rapid rate of „growth 
fall appreciably. 

“We believe there is merit in ex- 
tending the city and town rates 
beyond the city limits. We also be- 
lieve that because of the growth of 
many: of our towns that did not 
have the so-called metropolitan 
rate, that there is some justifica- 
tion in lowering the differeneitla 
between these towns. 

“From a practical point of view, 
it is most difficult to say where 
one rate should stop and the other 
begin. In submitting these new 
schedules, we have adopted a new 
policy which means that, generally 
speaking, a customer would take 
the rate in the district in which he 
is served, regadless of city limits. 

“This change in policy brings 
about a very great reduction in the 
unincorporated areas reducing 
such residential customers in some 
12 percent to 13 percent. Florida 
is growing so fast that there may 
be a few rural customers in one 
neighborhood today, but in a few 
months there can be a huge shop- 
ping center in their midst with 
large residential subdivisions. 
Whereas the former policy might 
have been preferential to the city 
customers, the new policy could be 
said to be preferential for the rur- 
al customers, but in a territory 
that is developing as rapidly as 
ours is, we believe the Commission 
wiil consider this non-preferen- 
tial.”
